the new Sinclair Magnum lightgun, and MIKE DUNN is the man 

with his finger on the trigger. 




It's a long time (more than five 
years! ) Since someone last had a 
go at producing a light gun tor the 
Spectrum. The Stack light Rifle, 
as it was called, was a hit of a failure; 
there was next lo no software support 
for 11, and At thirty quid. II was very 
expensive [this was at a lime when mast 
games cost tour to live pounds). Both 
the Nintendo and Sega console systems 
have recently popularised the hand- held 
gun game, and evidently Sinclair have 
decided the lime is right for the Speccy 
lo gel Its own light gun, the Sinclair 
Magnum. 

The suitably futuristic looking gun plugs 
inlo 1t» 'Keypad/Aux ' hole In the back of 
the machine.
